Office Action Summary

The amendment filed August 22, 2000 has been entered and made of record as 
paper no. 14. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11 and 21-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tran et al (of record). 

Tran discloses in figure 8 a gate array architecture comprising a plurality of 
diffusion regions having partially overlying polysilicon gate to form N-type and P-type 
transistors; successive rows of small diffusion regions (146 and 148) are followed by 
successive rows of regular-sized diffusion regions (150 and 152) and immediately 
successive rows within similarly-sized diffusions have opposite polarity. It would have 
been obvious that Tran teaches the claimed device. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 22, 2000 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Exhibit A shows the partially overlying polysilicon landing sites (as marked in 
red) and immediate successive rows within similarly-sized diffusion regions having 
opposite polarity.
